HE herring, though a salt water fish, 
7. has no prejudices against fresh water 

brooks or rivers when the time comes 
for spawning. An illustration of this is fur- 
nished by Barker’s Brook at Pembroke, 
Mass., a small stream of fresh water abound- 
ing in trout, where every Spring large shoals 
of herring from the sea off the New England 
coast force their way up the stream, much 
to the satisfaction of the people of that sec- 
tion, who scoop them out of the water by the 
hundreds. Last year the total catch exceeded 
75,000 pounds, and this total could have been 
easily increased if desired. 

The fecundity of the herring is amazing. 
The eggs deposited by a single female in the 
spawning season amount to 30,000 on an aver- 
age. The eggs are deposited on the bottom 
on stones, gravel and seaweed, to which they 
adhere, hatching in eight to forty days, ac- 
cording to the temperature. At the end of 
one year they are about five inches in length, 
and they are about seven or eight inches long 
when they attain maturity at two or three 
years. 

The herring are the typical fish of the 
family to which the shad, sardine, alewife 
and other food fishes belong and are econom- 
ically the most important of all the denizens 
of the sea. For centuries the herring fish- 
ery has been the most important in Western 
Europe, so important that wars have been 
waged over the question of rights to fishing 
grounds. A great part of the wealth of Hol- 
land has been derived from commerce in the 
herring, and the rise of the Hanseatic League 
had largely the same origin. 

The hardy fishermen of Scandinavian coun- 
tries take from the sea annually not less than 


draws in from 150,000 to 200,000 pounds 
each year and the other maritime nations in 
somewhat smaller quantities. On this side 
of the Atlantic the herring industry is much 
less extensive, but is growing and is no doubt 
destined to reach a great magnitude, espe- 
cially in the waters of British America, which 
furnish each year about 250,000 pounds. 
Although found as far south as North Car- 
olina, the herring has a commercial impor- 
tance only north of Cape Cod. 

The herring is a migratory fish, but its 
movements are so complicated that much 
mystery still clings to them. They live in 
the deep waters off the coasts, which they 
approach periodically, chiefly for the purpose 
of spawning. The natural productiveness of 
the herring has been sufficient to overcome 
inroads caused by the fisheries and the much 
greater destruction due to the hordes of 
bluefish, sharks, porpoises, gulls and other 
enemies which accompany the 
order to prey upon them. 

Having only few and small teeth, the her- 
ring cannot capture active living creatures, 
but as they swim with quick, nervous move- 
ments, water is being continually taken into 
the mouth and strained through the gill- 
rakers. By this means great numbers of 
copepods and other minute forms of life, 
especially larval crustaceans, annelids and 
mollusks, are retained within the mouth and 
swallowed. 

They are intensely gregarious in their 
habits and swim in enormous schools, con- 
taining countless numbers of individuals 
packed as closely as possible over areas of 
from six to twenty square miles. They swim 
so close to the surface that at times the sea 
a the appearance of being carpeted with 
them.
